(Hungary) on August 25th 1875. He is supposed to be a dealer 
in foodstuffs. He was registered at Amsterdam, coming from 
Vienna on October 20th 1915, together with his wife Melanie 
Brttll, born at Vienna 5-12-1888 and their daughter Eleanore, 
born at Westcliff (England) 6-11-1912. 

On June 1919 Mrs, Adler and her daughter were again 
registered after an enewnns of nine months, coming from 
Vienna. | 

Adler, at that time, was in possession of passport 
No, 53838, issued by the Austrian Cohsulate at Ams terdam 
on December 13th 1918 and visaed for the return voyage 
on May 26th 1919. 

On June lith 1921 the whole family returned to Vienna 
and their names were struck off the register. They have 
not been registered in the Netherlands since, . 

Adler's new nationality is Czecho-Slowakian.
